ILLINOIS COAL OPERATORS 
‘URGE UNIFORM WAGE SCALE. 


They Tell the Columbus Convention 
That They Are Placed at a Great Dis- 
advantage with Competitors, — 

Columbus, O., Feb. 5.—The Illinois opera- 
tors forced the issue in the joint conference 
this afternoon when they introduced a reso- 
lution to instruct the Scale committee to. 
draft an agreement covering the prices ant 
conditions of both machine and pick mining, 
based upon lines of uniformity. The Illinois 
operators believe they were placed at a dis- 
advantage with their competitors by the 
joint agreement adopted at Chicago. Their 
aim.is to compel the adoption of Illinois 
prices and conditions throughout the com- 
petitive. district or to force prices 
and conditions in Illinois to the 
level of other States. Illinois has a run 
of mine standard and a machine differential 
of 7 to 10 cents. In the other States the price 
of mining is based upon screened coal and the 
machine differential is much greater. Ohio, 
Indiana, and Western Pennsylvania opera- 
tors say they will not accept the run of mine 


standard or a reduction in the machine dif- 


ferential. 
President Mitchell of the United Mine 
Workers, in his address to the conference 
this afternoon, stated the miners would insist 
upon the adoption of a single run of mine 
standard, a fixed differential of seven cents 
between machine and pick mining, and a

| Dr. Winslow, at Boston, Receives Con- 


signment from Egyptian Explora- 
Fund of London.

universities and colleges by the Egyptian 
exploration fund of London, comprising those 
intended for immediate distribution, reached 
thé Rev. Dr. W. C. Winslow of this city, 
the American Vice President of the society. 

Dr. Winslow has examined some of the an- 
client documents and he finds that among 


the sixteen papyri for Yale are portions of a 


lost comedy of the second century, and of 
Plato’s republic, of the century before and 
after Christ. Harvard’ s share includes a 
fragment of Paul's epistle to the Romans, of 
Aloman, the chief lyric poet of Sparta, 631 

B. C., and seventeen other payri. Columbia 
receives Xenophon's Hellencia, cen- 
tury, a letter to the King of Macedoux, and 
fourteen other pieces, 

Johns Hopkins gets extracts from Thucy- 
dides, of the second century, two of Demos- 
thenes on the crown, and thirteen other frag- 
ments. A piece of Herodotus, of the second 
century, a complete contract for a loan in 
the reign of Nero, and eleven other pleces 
are assigned to Princeton. Of five papyri for 
Hamilton College, one is a letter to the 
clerk of the court in the time of 8

of four papyri to Vassar College, one is about 
a loan of 3,000 drachme, of silver, which 
shows that 8 per cent interest was then paid 
(third century.)

‘various epigemics, and the success of the struggle 
is impossible without the active sympathies of the 
medical profession. 

Realizing the truth of the foregoing statement, 
the National Woman's Christian Temperance 
union at the beginning of this new century, appeals 
to physicians | to aid in the efforts being made to 
remove as far as possible all tenden¢ies and temp- 
tation toward the formation of the drink habit.

“ The great majority of the physicians are 
agreed that medicine would avail little with- 
out the use of alcohol,” said Dr. Ingais. 
„All tinctures. must have alcohol in their 
composition to preserve them, and tinetures 
form a large part of the medical remedies.” 

Dr. John B. Murphy expressed the opinion 
that alcohol could be done away with, but 
that there was no necessity for such a course. 
Alcohol 18 not absolutely necessary,“ he 
said, “and in my opinton it is not much 
used. The action of the women seems fanat- 
ical to me. If the members should spend 
their time thythe to prevent the use of some 
of the gingers which are sold they would do 
much better, There is no abuse ot alcohol 
by the medical profession.“ 

Dr. William E. Quine of the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons declared. his belief 
that the appeal would have no effect. 

Alcohol can be used as intelligently as 
any other medieine, he said, and I think 
there is no abuse of it.

The era of iron and steel ships may bb said 
to have commenced about twenty years ago. 
We cannot forget, of course, the notable 
event of nearly forty years. ago—the Monitor 
episode—that. revolutionized naval ship- 
‘building, but the merchant marine was slow 
to adopt a mode of construction that involved | 
such a radical departure from traditional 
methods. Wooden walls were good enough 
for the carrying trade until the forests 
showed signs of depletion, when of necessity 
iron and steel took their places. Bath is cred- 
ited with the first steel sailing ship the United 
States produced in the big four-master Diri- 
go, launched about seventeen years ago; but 
the first metal steam vessels ever built in 
Maine were the gunboats Machias and Cas- 
tine. So Uncle Sam had much to do with the 
impulse toward steel ship-building all. 


Adaptability of Schooners. 
There are two factors which have mu- 
enced the Bath builders in turning their at- 
tention to schooners instead of square- 
riggers, one being their adaptability for the 
coasting trade, as they. are so easily and 
economically handled, and the other their 
superior carrying capacity. Oneof the great 
items of expense in sailing vessels has been 
the large crews necessary for their sailing. 
Under the old system a four or five masted 
vessel would have required fully 150 men, at 
an expense which would quickly consume all 
the profits. As things are now, despite the 
great extent of canvas it carries, about 
thirty men constitute the full crew of a

The royal 
couple will proceed 
to the Lutheran 
Church, Known as 
the Groot Kerk, at 
The Hague, in that

their sovereign when she came of age a couple 
of years ago. It is an open vehicle, highly gild- 
ed, with a huge cornucopia and a number of 
. allegorical figures, compared with which the 

d Mayor of London's coach isa tame at- 
fair indeed. It is terribly heavy and eight 
horses are needed to draw it, 

Conspicuous by their absence from the wed- 
ding will be the members of the princely 
house of Wied. For the Queen's treatment 
of Prince William of Wied can only be de- 
scribed as partaking of the nature of a jilt. 
Her most intimate friend and cousin, Prin- 
cess Pauline of Wurtemberg, had married 
Prince Frederick of Wied, and it was all set- 
tled that the Queen. was to marry his young- 
er brother, William. The hews was pub- 
lished far and wide that the match was all 
settled, and the young Queen certainly treat- 
ed him as an accepted suitor, so that when 
she suddenly gave him the cold shoulder and 
displayed a preference for Henry of Meck- 
lenberg-Schwerin instead., he had good rea- 
son to feel bitterly disappointed and badly 
treated. These sentiments are notoriously 
shared by his mother, who is a Princess of 


| the reigning house of the Netherlands, and 


by his sister-in-law, Princess Pauline, whose 
formerly devoted friendship for her royal 
cousin at The Hague has undergone such a 
change that she did not even congratulate 
her on her engagement. 

It is not generally known that the young 
Princes of Wied are in the line of succession 
to the throne of Holland. Queen Withel- 
mina's next heir at the present moment is 
the young Grand Duke of Saxe-Weimar, who, 
besides being her cousin, is Mkewise one of 
her rejected suitors. He is unmarried and 
delicate. Next to him in the line of suc- 
cession comes his aunt, Princess Marie of 
Saxe- Weimar, married to Prince Henry of 
Reuss, who was formerly Ambassa- 
dor at Vienna, and her three children. After 
them comes her childless sister, wife of the 
Duke Regent of Mecklenberg-Schwerin, a 
half-brother, by the bye, of Queen Wilhel- 
mina’s future husband. And then comes

lands. Lastly come her two sons, Prince 
Frederick of Wied, married to Pauline of

A determined effort is about to be made t 
secure from the English Jockey club a repeal 
of that stringent rule according to which the 
death of the owner of race horses has the 
effect of canceling all the engagements of the 
latter and of calling all bets off. Thus the 
tate Lord William Beresford at the time of 
his death had a large number of horses en- 
tered for races, which if won would have 


his, outlay in connection with his stables. 
Owing to the rules of the Jockey club, how- 
ever, all these entries are canceled, and the 
cofisequence is that his estate is severely 
mulcted and his widow and child subjcted to 
a loss of many thousands of pounds. | 
The only reason that one can see for the 
existence of this rule the Jockey club, 
which makes all bets vold on the death of 
the owner of the horse, is that when one 
backs the latter it is often quite as much on 
account of one’s belief in the sense of honor 
of the owner as in the merits of the nag, 
while it must likewise be admitted that were 
the entries to stand after the death of the 
nominator and the sale of the horse toa third 
party the Jockey club would virtually lose 
the control which, it now enjoys of entries for 


races, | 

Among the-proposals submitted to the 
Jockey club is one which provides that en- 
tries should be allowed to stand, and bets as 
well after the death of an owner, providing 
that the horses are run by the estate—that 
is, by the executors and heirs, and that en- 
gagements should only be canceled in the 
event of a sale to third parties. But the ob- 
jection to this suggestion is the obvious one 
that the Jockey club cannot always depend 
upon satisfactory 33 being exercised 
in the choice either of executors or of heirs, 
who in either case may be objectionable.
